“rhe Christian Herald has pub- 
lished its annual report on church 
statistics, and records the total 
“ ehurch enrollment at 50,037,209 at 
the end of 1932. This, the editor 
daims, represents an increase of 
999.952 for the year. How near 
correct these figures are it 1s diffi- 
ait to determine. Protestant 
dhorch rolls contain many names 
of people who have long since ceas- 
ed to be practical communicants or 
church members. 


FIGURES ARE INACCURATE 


We know, as a matter of fact, 
that the Official Catholic Direc- 
tory, which is the only Catholic 
source from which the editor could 
glean his figures, is not accurate. 
Thre is no law in the Catholic 
Church requiring an annual cen- 
sus, and it is certain that, in large 
tities, the names of thousands of 
practical Catholics are not entered 
on the books of parish churches, 
and therefore are not entered on 
the annual report to the diocesan 
chancery, whence the Official Cath- 
dlic Directory obtains its statistics. 


WHAT THEY AND WE GIVE 


Dr. Kieffer, compiler of the 
statistics for the Christian Herald, 
maintains that contributions from 
church members for all purposes 
. HMB during the year 1932 were $19.02 
, fmm per capita. We are certain that 
me Catholic per capita contributions 
would not be half that amount. 
Contributions towards what Prot- 
estants call “benevolences,” which 
include the missions and general 
works of the denominations, 
| amounted to $3.12, not per family, 
me «6% per member in 1932.

¢sQ@EE how those Christians love 

one another”, What a strange 
Philosophy those men have brought 
to Rome! They actually love one 
another, and serve one another 
without reward; they even serve 
the slaves in the market place;

Consequently the religion of the 
Christians would be incompatible 
with slavery, which meant the 
state; therefore it was hated and 
feared. 

Besides, this Philosophy of the 
Christians was a disturbing element 
in the life of pagan Rome.

They preached Christ crucified, and 
that men should love their neigh-

RELIGION PLUS 
PATRIOTISM J 


Germany vs. Spain, 
Mexico and Russia 
ITHOUT minimizing the per- 


W secution launched against the 
Jews in Germany under the Hitler 
Government, any observant person 
must note that it is insignificant 
compared to the persecution of the 
Catholic Church by the new gov- 
ernment of Spain and by the gov- 
ernment of Mexico: that it is noth- 
ing compared to the persecution of 
all Christians in Russia. 


The German people did not get 
behind Hitler because he was in 
the mood to persecute the Jews or 
any other group, but because his 
program otherwise was calculated 
to unify the people so hopelessly 
divided that they would be forced 
to choose between a non-function- 
ing government at all or a com- 
munistic government. The Jews 
constitute about’ one per cent of 
Germany’s population and we 
doubt whether more than two per 
cent of the non-Jewish are sympa- 
thetic towards the ill treatment of 
the Jews. We know that less than 
two per cent of the people of Spain 
are with the persecuting govern- 
ment, and are equally certain that 
no more than two per cent of the 
Mexican people sanction the anti 
religious program of their govern 
ment. 


It is a serious reflection on the 
civilization of this twentieth cen- 
tury that small organized minority 
groups can take governments into 
their hands and terrorize the great 
majority into acquiescence. 

Not Popular Choice 


The new government of Spain 
was launched practically over 
night. The king was exiled with 


out any previous warning, and the 
radical socialists, after long secret 
plotting, formed its own Cortes or 
Parliament, elected its own presi 
dent, himself not so radical, who, 
in turn, had to do the bidding of 
those who elected him by appoint- 


ing an anti-Catholic Prime Min 
ister. Despite the fact that recent 
municipal elections throughout 
Spain demonstrated beyond all 


doubt that the people did not ap 
prove of the anti-religious program 
of the self-appointed government, 
the latter has not desisted from 
its nefarious purposes. A free na 
tional election has not yet been 
held in Spain. 

In Mexico, of course, there is no 
freedom of election. The Revolu 
tionary Party has been in power, 
selects its own candidates for the 
presidency and by a policy of in 
timidation, prevents anyone, truly 
representing the people, from the 
race for president. We are all 
familiar with the assassination of 
the presidency in 
Mexico, who dared to run in oppo 
sition to a man selected by the 
Revolutionary Party. The govern 
ment has arms, but the people may 
not have them Even our own 
government has placed an embargo 
on arms into Mexico unless ordered 
by the government itself 

If protests had been organized 
in all Christian nations at intervals 
during the past years in denuncia 
tion of the religious persecutions, 
as they are now being organized 
everywhere in denunciation of the 
Hitler government because of the 
persecation of the Jews, it is likely 
that governments today would hes 
itate to do what we are witnesses 


of. Just think of the confiscation 
of all church property in Spain, 
the possessions of the Catholic 


Church for more than a thousand 
years! Think of the restriction of 
one priest to 50,000 souls or even 
to 100,000 souls, as it lias been 
demanded by law in some of the 
states of Mexico!

By the Decree Qui Umbratilem 
the following classes are excused 
from the prescribed visits to the 
four Basilicas at Rome:—aAll clois- 
tered monks and nuns; sisters be- 
longing to the various Congrega- 
tions and Communities, with the in- 
mates of their convents and board- 
ers in all convent-schools; all her- 
mits and anchorites (Carthusians, 
Trappists and Camaldolesi); all in- 
mates of prisons; the sick, those 
unable to travel, and nurses habit- 
ually serving the sick; all over 70 
years of age; all work-people un- 
able to leave their work for the 
necessary space of time. 


The conditions for gaining the 
special Plenary Indulgence granted 
by the Holy Father to these classes 
—and it may be gained as often 
as the prescribed conditions are ful- 
filled—are Confession and Com- 
munion, prayers for the Pope’s In- 
tention and the fulfillment of the 
good works (acts of religion, piety 
or charity) ordained by the Btshop, 
either personally or through the 
diocesan confessors. 


The Easter Communion will not 
suffice. 

The necessary prayers, apart 
from those which individual piety 
may suggest, are:—At the altar 
of the Blessed Sacrament five Pa 
ters, Aves and Glorias and the same

If the American Republic 
would win the blessing of 
Heaven it must concern itself 
with the promotion of religion 
and morality in accordance 
with the policy enunciated by 
its first president and Father 
of our Country, George Wash- 
ington.

The Lord Must Save Us. 


You are all familiar with 
the gospel narrative describ- 
ing the terror with which the 
disciples of Jesus were seized 
when a storm threatened to 
wreck the boat on which they 
were passengers. In their in- 
ability to help themselves they 
jointly approached the Mas- 
ter, Who was sleeping, and 
awakened Him with the plea 
“Lord save us, we perish”. 
Jesus was quick to answer 
their appeal. He ordered the 
storm to abate, and, says Holy 
Scripture, “there came a great 
calm”. 


This boat harboring God 
Incarnate and His disciples, 
was a figure of the Church, its 
head and its members, but it 
might equally be regarded as 
a figure of the State.

NATION’S WOES 


The practice of birth-control by 
the “better elements” of the coun- 
try may be the cause of much of 
the present-day troubles, Dr. Bar- 
ton C. Hirst of Philadelphia told 
the American Medical Association 
at its convention in Milwaukee. 
“The immense immigration of 
late years brought to this country 
some racial strains that were cer- 
the best,” he said. 
“These people are contributing 
more than their share to our popu- 
lation. If a breeder of live stock 
defied the laws of eugenics as we 
do, he would be ruined. 
“We might well ask ourselves if 
our loss of wealth, our bad govern- 
ment in cities and states, the im- 
potency of Congress, and the wave 
of dishonesty that has swept the 
country are not due to a deteriora- 
tion of the national character.” 
Those who could pass on the best 
qualities through their children are 
practicing birth-control, and thus 
may be depriving the country of 
many geniuses and benefactors. 
Dr. Hirst made a presentation of 
both sides of the argument, for and 
against birth-control, in which he 
outlined the theories pro and con. 
The arguments for birth-control, 
he said. are the familiar state- 
ments that having fewer children 
would make for superior children, 
that spacing them would improve 
the health of mothers, and that 
large increases in the population 
made it harder to earn a living. 
Cites Franklin as 15th Child 


Hirst pointed to Benjamin Frank- 
lin. 
Benjamin Franklin, he said, was 
the fifteenth child in his family, 
who turned out to be the greatest 
intellect of his period.

GREAT EUCHARISTIC PRO-

POPE GREGORY XV, 
A. D. 1621-1623 


OPE GREGORY XV occupied 

the see of St. Peter from A. D. 
1621 to 1623. Under his pontificate 
the following events of interest to 
the Holy Name Society should be 
recorded: 

The pontificate of Pope Gregory 
XV was rather brief, but it is re- 
corded that he gave great encour- 
agement to all the Religious Or- 
ders, and was solicitous in extend- 
ing Christ’s kingdom and to spread 
the Holy Name in foreign lands. 
For this reason he established the 
|Congregation of the. Propaganda 
‘of the Faith and placed its direc- 
| tion under eminent cardinals. The 
|precise periods of the history of 
the establishment of the Propa- 
ganda are as follows: The first 
idea belongs to Pope Gregory XIII: 
then Pope Clement VIII examined 
the plan with scrupulous attention; 
and. Pope Gregory XV _ perfected 
the work that had been com- 
menced. Today this great move- 
ment is giving splendid help to the 
missionaries who are preaching 
the Holy Name in pagan lands, and 
we are happy to note that the pre- 
sent presiding Prefect of this 
world-famed Congregation is Car- 
dinal Fumasoni-Biondi, past Apos- 
tolic Delegate to the United States, 
who was elevated to the cardi- 
nalate in March of this year. 

Under the pontificate of Pope 
Gregory XV—September 2, 1622 
occurred a wonderful Holy Name 
procession, participated in by 
Jesuits, Dominicans, Franciscans, 
and other Christians at Nagasaki, 
Japan, where many died as mar.- 
tyrs. It was called the “preat 
martyrdom.” The men marched to 
their place of. execution under. the 
banner ‘of the Holy Name. Father 
Vincent of St. Joseph officiated as 
ensign and carried aloft, like an- 
other St. Bernardine of 1 
banner of red silk on which was 
embroidered the Most Holy Name

It is gratifying to 
note that this splendid Congrega- 
tion is now presided over. by Car- 
dinal Fumasoni-Biondi, former 
Apostolic Delegate to the United 
States. In 1924 the Cardinal took 
an active part in the Holy Name 
celebration at Washington, D. C., 
and wrote to the Very Rev. M. J.

The tragic trials we have endured, 
which no human power could avert 
or arrest, have left us nothing on 
which to lean but the Providence of 
God. Every thoughtful man has 
had at least a glimpse of the super- 
natural background upon which the 
world of material things reposes 
and to which it must adjust itself 
if we are not to have over and over 
again a repetition of these bewild- 
ering experiences. It would be a 
crowning tragedy if we were to 
learn no lesson from them, if we 
were to go back to the condition of 
things out of which the present 
crisis issued and after a new era 
of plenty, endure again a new 
agony. Our most urgent need is 
God's blessing upon the world and 
especially upon our own country. 
We summon all men of good will 
to pray for that blessing, and, by 
their works of unselfichness to de- 
serve it, and to advance the com- 
mon weal, 

We have been witnesses of a 
great social and political catas- 
trophe, the causes of which are not 
to be found in one place or in one 
nation, but in all places and among 
all peoples, and the effects of which 
are devastating and world-wide. 
Through the mysterious and just 
dispensations of Divine Providence, 
the world has been shaken to its 
very foundations as a consequence 
of the World War. While the hu- 
man mind can never measure ade- 
quately the monstrous evils which 
have followed in its wake, we must 
thank God that it did not overthrow 
the entire structure of European | 
civilization and the culture of all) 
the Christian centuries.

In tracing the remote causes of 
the present misery of mankind, we 
must listen to him who as a loving 
Father views from an eminence all 
the nations of the world.

“*The desire of money is the root 
of all evils.’ Is it not that lust of 
earthly goods that the pagan poet 
called with righteous scorn ‘the ac- 
cursed hunger for gold,’ is it not 
that sordid egoism which too often 
regulates the mutual relations of 
individuals and society, is it not, in 
fine, greed, whatever be its species 
and form, that has brought the 
world to a pass we all see and de- 
plore? From greed arises mutual 
distrust that casts a blight on all 
human beings; from greed arises 
envy, which makes a man consider 
the advantages of another as losses 
to himself; from greed arises nar- 
row individualism, which orders and 
subordinates everything to its own 
advantage without taking account 
of others, on the contrary, cruelly 
trampling under foot all rights of 
others. Hence the disorder and in- 
equality from which arises the ac- 
cumulation of the wealth of na- 
tions in the hands of a small group 
of individuals who manipulate the 
market of the world at their own 
eaprice to the immense harm of 
the masses.” 

A worse condition has been 
brough about, as the Holy Father 
says: “In our days not alone is 
wealth accumulated, but immense 
power and despotic economic dom- 
ination is concentrated in the hands 
of the few, and those few are fre- 
quently not the owners but only the 
trustees and directors of invested 
funds, who administer them at 
their good pleasure. 


“This power becomes particularly 
as that which we are now experi-| irresistible y | 
encing; even the greatest scourges | 
that left indelible traces in the lives |

Brooklyn—In an _ editorial im 
which it is noted that nearly ten 
per cent of the children of Ame- 
rica receive their education in “re- 
ligious schools,” the Brooklyn 
Daily Eagle remarks that “evident- 
ly taxpayers at this rate have rea- 
son to wish the religious schools 
to keep up their work.” 

Continuing, the editorial says: 
“And, indeed, those who in certain 
parts of the country opposed them 
not many years ago, have nowa- 
days much less to say on the sub- 
ject. Agitation to increase the bills 
of the public elementary schools 
sufficiently to provide for approxi- 
mately one more pupil in every 
ten would not make much headway 
at a time when the taxpayer has 
trouble meeting the bills for the 
existing enrollment. 

“As for their denominational 
and other features, the religious 
elementary schools are not by any 
means all Catholic, nor does it ap- 
pear that all give only free in- 
struction. About six out of seven 
among the enumerated schools are 
Catholic, about one in twelve is 
non-sectarian, and the remainder 
includes schools of seven well- 
known Protestant denominations, 
chiefly Episcopalian, Methodist 
and Friends. In the matter of 
total enrollment the prevalence in 
the Catholic schools is greater, be- 
ing about 24 out of every 25 en- 
rolled. As a matter of principle 
the religious school concerns many 
denominations; as a matter of 
practice it relates particularly to 
the Catholic Faith.”
